Mr. Lilley and the committee locked 
horns over the question of the pro­ 
duction ol letters, which he claimed 
are confidential, and the question of 
w hether they should be produced had 
not been decided when adjournment ; 
was taken for the day. 
T he question of the authorship of 
the two anonymous letters that have 
played such an important part in the 
investigation also was gone into and 
it is the belief of the committee that 
the identity of the writer will be es­ 
tablished within the next forty-eight 
hours.

Convicted of Killing 
Hia W ife and 
W ill Go to Prison for Life.

24.—Frank 
Fchneck, on trial for the m urder of 
his wife, who with her two children 
was killed in her home at Centropolis, 
Feb. 7, 1907, was found guilty of mur 
,der in the first degree by the jury’s 
ve u ’ot. 
The verdict carries life im 
prisonment. 
T h e bodies of Mrs. Jane 
Schneck and her two young children 
were found in their home with their 
throats cut from ear to ear. 
It was 
alleged that Schneok was assisted in 
the crim e by Mrs. Mollie Stewart, a 
married woman, with a family, and 
V ith whom Schneck was Infatuated. 


Noted Russian General a Victim of 
Heart Trouble. 
St. Petersburg, April 24.—Lieuten­ 
ant General 
Llneviteh, aide-de-camp 
to Emperor N ^h o las and comm ander 
of the First Manchurian army, died 
here from pneumonia. 
He had been 
ill for a little over a week and on 
several occasions serious symptoms of 
heart failure 
had 
manifested th em ­ 
selves. 
On Tuesday he had a serious 
attack of heart failure, from which, 
however, he recovered satisfactorily, 
but Wednesday it was found necessary 
to perform un operation, after which 
the patient gradually became weaker. 
General 
Llneviteh was sixty-eight 
years of age. 
He was fighting in the 
Caucasus when he was twenty-one, 
and took part in the Russo-Turkish 
war of 1877-78. 
Since then he served 
in all of Russia’s Asiatic campaigns. 
He was prominent in the relief of the 
legations at 
Peking, succeeding Ad­ 
miral Alexieff In command of the Rus­ 
sian troops in August, 1900. 
For a time in 1904 General Line- 
vltch was governor general of the 
Amur 
territory, 
but 
later 
assumed 
command of the Russian forces at 
Vladivostok under Vice Admiral Alex­ 
ieff. 
He assumed command 
of the 
First Manchurian army Nov. 14, 1904, 
replacing General Kuropatkin as com­ 
mander-in-chief of the Russian forces 
on March 17, 1905. 
General Llneviteh 
was in the battle of Mukden and a 
num ber of other important engage­ 
ments, in which he was reported as 
displaying great bravery. 
W hen he 
returned to St. Petersburg in March 
of the following year he was received 
with but little enthusiasm.

Stock Roots 
Stock roots under ordinary field con­ 
ditions yield from 10 to 15 tons per 
acre; from 350 to 550 bushels. 
When 
the soil is very fertile, and given ex tra 
care, they may be made to yield as 
high as 30 tons, or 1000 bushels per 
acre. 
The cost of growing roots, taking 
everything in consideration such as 
value of land, cost of machinery, seed, 
labor, 
etc., need not exceed $25 per 
acre, or from $1 to $1.75 per ton. 
Two acres of stock roots are grown 
on the Experim ent Farm every year. 
They are grown in 
rotation with 
barley, clover and peas. 
They are sowed with agarden drill in 
rows 24 inches apart. 
When the plants 
appear above ground they are gone 
over with a wheel hoe, and later with 
a horse cultivator every week through­ 
out the growing season. 
When the plants are about 
two 
inches high they are 
thinned 
out t 
a common hand hoe being used for this 
purpose. 
The stock carrot is thinned 
to 8 inches, and the rutabaga and m an­ 
gle to 12. 
Thinning the plants early 
with the hoe lessens the hand thinning 
later. 
With the plants well apart they 
are much easier kept clean, and their 
yield is g reater when grown thickly. 
In pulling the roots in the fall they 
are laid even in the row with the tops 
all one way. 
The topping is then done 
with a com knife, cutting the tops of 
two and three with a single stroke. 
The roots th at are fed early in the fall 
before they are put in the root cellar 
may be fed tops and all thus lessoning 
the labor. 
In storing the roots for w inter a cel­ 
lar is necessary, and should be in con­ 
nection with the barn for* convenience 
in feeding. 
Roots that are to be fed 
I in October, November and the fore 
part of December may be piled on the 
ground near the harn and covered with 
j straw and litter sufficienty to keep 
1 from freezing. 
In storing the roots in a cellar care 
m ust be taken to remove as much of 
the dirt as possible to avoid heating. 
The more free from dirt the b etter they 
will keep. 
Taking all conditions, the stock car­ 
rot is recommended for this section of 
the state. 
Rutabagas may be grown 
for sheep, pigs and young stock, but 
either the stock carrot or mangle for 
dairy cows. 
A sandy loam soil is best for roots. 
It should be well manured. 
In prepar­ 
ing the seed bed harrow thoroughly im­ 
m ediately afte r plowing as the soil is 
most easily pulverized a t th a t time. 
It is also 
well to plank or roll it be­ 
fore seeding as the garden drill is dif­ 
ficult to work in uneven ground. 
A 
garden drill is the first thing that shoul 1 
be secured in preparing to grow roots. 
W ith a garden 
drill 
an acre 
can 
be 
sown 
in 
half a day. 
A good 
drill may be bought for $8 or $10. Two 
or more farm ers may buy one in co­ 
operation to good advantage. 
In seeding sow' plenty of seed. 
The 
surplus may be thinned out easily. 
For carrots or rutabagas sow from 
1* to 2 pounds per acre for mangles 
15 to 20 pounds. 
The time to plant will depend upon 
the season, from May 10 to June 10. 
C arrots and rutabagas may be seeded 
quite early with out danger. Rutabagas 
may be sown as late as July and a 
good crop secured, but earlier planted 
is safer. 
Grow roots. 
The money you spend 
on one ton of bran or shorts if invested 
in an acre of roots will produce from 
four to five tim es as much feed. 
Live stock of all kinds need some 
succulent feed in w inter to be healthly. 
When roots are feed there will ue no 
need for expensive stock foods and 
medicines. 
Grow roots. They 
have 
a food value not only in themselves but 
also in the effect they have on other 
feeds fed in connection with them , 
m aking them more digestible and n u tri­ 
tious.

INSURANCE COVERS HALF LOSS

Was a Heavy Stock of 


Flour and Feed in the 


Burned Building 


The Brainerd roller mills, owned by 
Fricker Bros,, are a mass of ruins this 


morning. 
The fire alarm was turned in 
about 3 o’clock this morning and in less 
than half an hour the entire structure 
was in ruins. 
There was a heavy wind 
blowing a t the time which fanned the 
flames so th at it was impossible for the 
departm ent to do more than to save 
other property in the vicinity. 
The loss 
will fall heavily on the Messrs. Fricker, 
as they had a large stock of flour and 
feed on hand a t the time of the fire. 
When seen by a 
D i s p a t c h reporter 
this forenoon Mr. Geo. Fricker stated 
that they had no idea, even, as to the 
origin of the fire. 
The flames had made

Is Incorrect 
The meeting of the assessors called 
for Thursday was well attended. O. 
M. Hall, of Red Wing, one of the mem­ 
bers of the Minnesota Tax Commission 
was present to discuss matters with the 
assessors of the county. 
In his open­ 
ing remarks he said that the tax com­ 
mission did not aim to accomplish re­ 
forms by revolution, but by evolution, 
and that the burden of the work was 
still upon the assessors. He spoke of 
the matters of exemption of property 
of more than one member of the family 
and said that about the first of May 
the boys all owned horses and the girls 
owned the pianos, but other times they 
belonged to the old man. One good 
test was to ask if the father’s insurance 
policy covered the instrument or animal. 
If it did it should be assessed to him. 
Man and wife were not both entitled to 
exemptions, he stated. 
A resolution was passed to assess all 
personal property at one half of its 
aotual value. Regarding animals, the 
commissioner stated that the plan of 
taxing all horses in a town at the same 
value was incorrect. It had been the 
habit where a man had two poor horses 
to assess them as one, but that, he said, 
was contrary to law. 
The assessor 
should see the horses and discriminate 
in value, listing every animal. 
As to the matter of taxation of 
values on the Cuyuna range Mr. Hall 
stated that the commission had no in­ 
formation which would aid it in giv­ 
ing 
the 
assessors 
any assistance. 
Every assessor must use his own judg­ 
ment, keeping careful watch on the 
records of transfers and must assess 
according to his knowledge of the value 
of the property as shown by the sales. 
The meeting was well represented, 
all the assessors except from the towns 
of Allen, Emily and Perry Lake and 
from the Second assessment district 
being present. 
Auditor Smart looks fora decided ac­ 
cession to the taxable value of the 
county this year. He has listed 35 for­ 
ties of land which have been proved up 
on in the last year, which will add 
about $25,000 to the real estate valua­ 
tion of the county. 
There are now 
605,842 acres of land in Crow Wing 
county on the tax lists exclusive of 
town and city lots. 
The tax commission has made and 
published a compilation of the state tax 
laws similar to that made of the school 
laws, and a copy is furnished to each 
assessor in the state.

President Cabrera, against whose 
life an attempt was made by students 
on Monday last, received the repre­ 
sentatives of the various powers an«l 
made a lengthy statement to them 
that he had unearthed an extensive 
conspiracy against him that le«l up to 
his attempte»! assassination.

clared that eighteen of the leaders 
had been executed by his orders ami 
that the death penalty would be tnet**d 
out to others at tin* hands of the mili­ 
tary.

Is a legiti­ 
mate field for the activities of the In­ 
stitute. 
Such simplifications would Is* 
of practical value to producer, manu­ 
facturer and cousumer. and 
th u s a 
most important economic service will 
Ikj rendered 
“It is Important that correct Ideas 
should Ik* circulated as to the relative 
value of each Item of Information. 
Many of the market fluctuations, day 
by day. at certain centers of trading, 
arise from the lack of such classifica­ 
tion 
A sudden change In prices fre­ 
quently takes place In these localities 
owing to the receipt of some advices 
which really deserve little notice, even 
If their corr»*ctuesH is entirely unques­ 
tionable. 
For example, let us take a 
re|s»rt of unseasonable hot winds In 
California 
Such an occurrence was 
of Importance to the grain trade twen­ 
ty years ago. when California still 
grew wheat for exj»ort. but now it 
would l»e hardly wo*-th recording by 
the Institute 
The International con­ 
cern In grain crops of the Pacific coast 
of the Unit«**! States of America has 
been transferred to the northern fron­ 
tier. where Washington and Idaho pro­ 
vide a large export surplus yearly.

Tin* department summarizes

proceeds

press the results by a system of per­ 
centages of a perf«*ot or Ideal crop. 
It 
Is impossible. In my opinion, to foretell 
the final outcome of any crop In this 
way, and tor international purposes 
the percentage basis Is misleading, for 
It Includes regions where no export 
trade Is possible, along with those 
states which habitually do a large for­ 
eign business. 
It would give enhanced 
value to the United States govern me 1 t 
reports if the department subordinated 
figures to facts, so long as crops are 
growing, and employed the percentage 
basis. If considered necessary at all, 
only as a means of expressing final 
outturns when practically ascertain­ 
able. 
A number of the states which 
contribute but little to the aggregate 
might be treated as a single Item.

might add that the United States gov­ 
ernment reports do not command the 
attention that they deserve. 
The multi­ 
tude of advices from ‘crop experts’ 
tends to throw doubt upon all figures, 
and, along with others, the depart­

tion except Japan. 
Senator Rayner of Maryland spoke 
on the constitutional rights of the 
states and 
executive encroachment.

EIGHTEEN EXECUTED. 


A n d 
M ore

W ill Be Shot. 


G uatem ala City, April 24.— President 
C abrera himself is authority for the 
statem en t that eighteen of the ring­ 
leaders in a conspiracy against him 
already have been shot to death and 
that 
probably m ore executions will 
follow. 
President 
Cabrera, against whose 
life an attem pt was m ade by students 
on Monday last, received the repre­ 
sentatives of the various powers and 
made a lengthy statem ent to them 
that he had unearthed an extensive 
conspiracy against him that led up to 
his attem pted assassination. 
He de­ 
clared that eighteen of the leaders 
had been executed by his orders and 
that the death penalty would be meted 
out to others at the hands of th e mili­ 
tary. 
Among these are the m en who 
w ere imprisoned a year ago, having 
been implicated In a plot to assassi- j 
nate the president. 
They were sen- i 
teneed to death soon after their ar- j 
rest, but the sentence had not been , 
carried out. 
President C abrera said | 
that he had proofs that a m ajority of 
these prisoners were Implicated in the 
new a ttem p t against his life and that 
they would be executed w ithout delay. 
T he president has issued a procla­ 
mation stating that he Is confident the 
people are with him and that he wdll 
preserve order with a strong hand. 
Although there is a surface tran­ 
quillity here, conditions are serious. 
Tile m ilitary Is in control of the city 
and a partial suspension of business 
has resulted. 
T he revolutionary feel­ 
ing is strong in many q uarters and 
there are those who will not h esitate 
to go to a n y length or face any dan­ 
ger in their efforts to m ake away with 
the president.
